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Contenders take 
turns in spotlight

There’s no debating that the 
first event featuring HRM’s 
mayoral candidates was a 
tame one. 

Fusion Halifax hosted the 
“Mayor on the Spot” event 
Thursday, sitting three con¬ 
tenders down, one at a time, 
for five standard interview 
questions about experience 
and qualifications. 

Tom Martin, Mike Sav¬ 
age and Fred Connors all ex¬ 
pressed concerns about the 
city’s current governance, 
and a desire to make Halifax 
more vibrant, more desirable 
or more safe. 

Martin, the first to take 
the stage, trotted out his frus¬ 
trations with police brass, 
citing his public criticism of 
the force as an example of his 
qualifications. 

“That was the sign of a 
good leader, a leader who 
wasn’t afraid to rock the 
boat,” he said, as the sizeable 
crowd applauded. “I would do 
it again tomorrow.” 

Martin says he’s focused 


on improving government 
transparency and commun¬ 
ity engagement, promising 
more power for community 
councils. 

Savage suggested his par- 
liamentaiy experience taught 
him how to work across party 
lines to achieve consensus. 

He says he wants council 
to set aside regional concerns 
to focus on long-term strategy 
and vision, and to leave day- 
to-day operations to city staff. 

“In two years, hopefully, 
you’ll no longer have people 
saying, ‘That’s a dysfunction¬ 
al council,”’ he said. “You’ll 
start seeing people saying, 


‘That’s a council that’s work¬ 
ing with focus.... That’s get¬ 
ting stuff done.’” 

Connors, the last to take 
the stage, emphasized his 
entrepreneurial experience 
and focus on grassroots, com¬ 
munity-oriented solutions to 
high business taxes and social 
problems. 

“Business success in Hali¬ 
fax right now ... is about the 
ability to just stay open in 
spite of all the difficulties we 
have to face in HRM,” he said. 
“I would like that not to be 
the situation for the next gen¬ 
eration of leaders.”

Mint drops royalty 
fee for penny- 
inspired album 


The Royal Canadian Mint 
has backed down on its 
dispute with a Nova Scotia 
folk singer over his up¬ 
coming album’s depiction 
of the penny. 

The mint had told 
Dave Gunning he faced 
a royalty fee of $1,200 if 
he produced in excess of 
2,000 albums because they 
contained images of the 
copper coin. 

But Christine Aquino, 
a spokeswoman for the 
mint, says it no longer 
plans to charge him that 
fee. 

Gunning, who’s won 
multiple awards on the 
East Coast music scene, 
made national headlines 
this week when the mint 
said his soon-to-be released 
album infringed copyright. 

The Pictou native said 
his album, titled No More 
Pennies, is meant as a 
tribute to the ubiquitous 
one-cent piece, which the 
mint stopped producing in 
the spring. 

In a statement, the 
mint says it will review 
its intellectual property 
policy after realizing it 
“may not consider the 
individual needs and 
circumstances” of those 
looking to use its images. 

Gunning could not im¬ 
mediately be reached for 
comment, but Aquino says 
she spoke with the singer 
and he is “very happy” 
with the decision.

Halifax was a wee bit more 
Scottish on Thursday as 
the Atlantic Film Festival 
screened The Angel’s Share 
for its opening night. 

The film, by award-win¬ 
ning director Ken Loach, is 
a story of a few young men 
in Glasgow who run into 
trouble when they try steal¬ 
ing whisky from a distilleiy 
in the Scottish Highlands. 

“It’s very much about 
young people in any commun¬ 
ity these days who struggle 


to get work and have to live 
on their wits,” said Rebecca 
O’Brien, the film’s producer. 

The Angel’s Share won 
the Jury Prize at the famous 
Cannes Film Festival this 
spring, and its showing in 
Halifax was the first anywhere 
in North or South America. 

“It’s really nice to have 
that in Nova Scotia because 
it’s obviously twinned with 
Scotland in some way,” 
O’Brien said. “The parallels 
are strong.” 

She added it’s a great to 
open the festival because lo¬ 
cal people may recognize the 
name when The Angel’s Share 
comes back for an extended 
run in theatres later this year. 

“You get the spotlight 
more on you if you’re the 
opening or the closing film,” 
she said. “It’s nice to have 
that boost.” 


A highlight of this year’s 
Atlantic Film Festival, The 
Disappeared, is written and 
directed by Halifax’s Shandi 
Mitchell and tells the story 
of six East Coast fishermen 
lost at sea. 

Earlier this week, one 
of the actors in the movie 
made a real-life ocean 
rescue. Billy Campbell, who 
plays Mannie, was sailing 


with friends from Lunen¬ 
burg to Newport, R.I. when 
they came upon four men 
signalling for help beside 
an overturned boat off the 
coast of Massachusetts. 

The men had no flash¬ 
lights or flares to signal for 
help, but luckily Camp¬ 
bell’s crew saw their arms 
waving and took them 
safely on board his ship, 
the Martha Seabury. 

“It’s unbelievable, but 
it happened,” said Siobhan 
Wiggans, the movie’s pub¬ 
licist. “Luckily everyone’s 
OK.” 

The Disappeared will be 
shown Friday at the Oxford 
Theatre at 7 p.m. and again 
on Saturday at 2 p.m.

Spending scandal. 

Trial dates set for N.S. 
politician in fraud case 


Trial dates have been tenta¬ 
tively set for independent MLA 
Trevor Zinclc, who is charged 
in the province’s constituency 
spending scandal. 

Ten days have been set 
aside for a trial in Nova Sco¬ 
tia Supreme Court next June. 
Zinclc’s lawyer will confirm 
the dates later this month. 

Zinclc is charged with 
theft over $5,000, fraud over 
$5,000 and breach of trust. 

He was one of four polit¬ 
icians charged in February 
2011 following the auditor 
general’s review of expense 
accounts. 

Former Liberal Dave Wil¬ 
son served four months of a 
nine-month sentence for de¬ 
frauding taxpayers of nearly 
$61,000. He was released 
from custody last month. 

Richard Hurlburt, a former 



Progressive Conservative cab¬ 
inet minister, was sentenced 
to a year of house arrest in July 
after pleading guilty to charges 
of fraud and breach of trust.

Class cap to be enforced 


Overcrowding. 

Teachers union says 700 
teaching positions lost 
over two years, mainly 
through attrition 


Nova Scotia’s education min¬ 
ister is pledging that no class 
from Primary to Grade 3 will 
exceed the government’s man¬ 
dated cap for this school year. 

Keeping class sizes in those 
grades at the cap level could 
be done largely by relocating 
teachers within school dis¬ 
tricts, which has been done 
by school boards in past years, 


Ramona Jennex said Thursday 
after a cabinet meeting. 

The province moved the 
cap to 27 from 25 last year, 
but it is now allowing schools 
in those grades to have class¬ 
es of up to 29 students. 

“We have a cap in place 
and we gave the flexibility of 
up to 29,” said Jennex. “No 
class is going to exceed that 
number in this province.” 

She said the cap will also be 
maintained in schools where 
there have been acute pres¬ 
sures, such as on the South 
Shore and in the Halifax area. 

Jennex didn’t rule out the 
possibility of hiring new teach¬ 
ers but she said that would in¬ 
volve making a case for more 


funding to the Treasuiy Board. 

“I’m making a commitment 
to make sure that we have the 
appropriate amount of staff in 
our school system,” she added. 

The province has cited 
declining enrolment as its 
primary reason for reduced 
funding to the province’s eight 
school boards over the past 
two years. The government cut 
$13.4 million this year on the 
heels of a $17.6-million reduc¬ 
tion in funding last year. 

The cuts outraged the 
Nova Scotia Teachers Union, 
causing its past president to 
demand Jennex’s resignation 
in April, accusing her of not 
fighting hard enough for pub¬ 
lic education at cabinet. 


Problems 


The problems aren’t restrict¬ 
ed to overcrowding. Eastern 
Consolidated Elementary 
in Moser River is reporting 
only seven students for one 
class. “This is to say that we 
have challenges on both ends 
of the spectrum,” Minister 
Jennex said. 


Shelley Morse, the union’s 
new president, gave credit to 
Jennex for realizing there is a 
problem with class sizes, but 
she said relocating teachers 
would only go so far.

A local fuel industry analyst 
says gas prices in the region 
are expected to “tumble” 
significantly by month’s end 
after a jump at the pumps in 
recent weeks. 

Dave Collins, vice- 
president at Wilsons Fuel, 
says a slowdown in the Gulf 
of Mexico refinery produc¬ 
tion caused by Hurricane 
Isaac is partly to the blame 
for the high price of gas. 

“There’s also the problem 
where we switch from sum¬ 
mer-grade gasoline to winter- 
grade gasoline,” said Wilson. 
“That has caused prices to 
spike because no one wants 
to produce summer-grade 
gasoline. It’s more expen¬ 
sive.” 


But winter-grade gas isn’t 
available to buy at wholesale 
until Sept. 15, he said. 

“That would then indicate 
that we’re going to get a bit of 
a spike and then tumble quite 
significantly from there to¬ 
wards the end of the month,” 
said Wilson. “We would ex¬ 
pect prices here by the end of 
the month to be substantially 
different.” 

Dan McTeague, vice- 
president of operations at To¬ 
morrows Gas PriceToday.com, 
said while other parts of the 
country are getting a bit of a 
break after this week’s sud¬ 
den spike, Nova Scotia is be¬ 
ing burdened by its regulated 
market. 

Prices were expected to 
rise by as much as five cents a 
litre on Friday when the regu¬ 
lated price was set. 

“The Maritime provinces... 
are left holding the bag and 
consumers (are) stuck with 
what was only a two-day 
phenomenon for some of 
us,” said McTeague. “What 
goes up doesn’t necessarily 
come down as quickly as you 
want.”

They support a change 
to an opt-out policy instead, 
which is used in some Euro¬ 
pean countries. This would 
make everyone a donor un¬ 
less they indicate otherwise.

donors, it would probably be 
good for everybody.”

A lawyer for a Cape Breton mu¬ 
nicipality says reducing taxes 
for the idled NewPage Port 
Hawkesbury paper mill would 
gut programs for children and 
the elderly. 

Bmce Clarke, representing 
the Richmond County Munici¬ 
pal Council, told the Nova Sco¬ 
tia Supreme Court Thursday in 
Halifax that residents would 
suffer if an existing tax deal for 


the mill were cancelled. 

Pacific West Commercial 
Corp., the prospective owner 
of the mill, wants the court 
to nullify a tax agreement be¬ 
tween Richmond County and 
the plant’s former owner, Stora 
Enso. 

Pacific West Commercial 
says it should pay about one- 
sixth of its estimated tax bill of 
$2.5 million. 


Clarke says if that happens, 
Richmond County would have 
to raise taxes, defer mainten¬ 
ance and either cancel or 
charge large fees for recreation¬ 
al facilities. 

The mill in Point Tupper, 
N.S., closed last September, 
throwing about 600 people out 
of work and affecting 400 for¬ 
estry contractors.

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Real Minority Report: How 
the FBI spots mass killers

This year, seven people were 
shot dead at Oikos University 
in California. Last year, three 
people were shot dead at San 
Jose State University, also 
in California. The year be¬ 
fore, two people were killed 
at Ohio State University. In 
2007, a student at Virginia 
Tech shot and killed 32 pro¬ 
fessors and fellow students. 

The list goes on and on. 
Andre Simons heads the FBI 
team tasked with ending it. 
Simons, a supervisory special 
agent, heads the Behavioral 
Threat Assessment Center 
(BTAC) at the agency’s Behav¬ 
ioral Analysis Unit. 

“We don’t track potential 
mass killers on college cam¬ 
puses,” he explains. “But uni¬ 
versities often come to us for 
help when a student’s behav¬ 
iour becomes dangerous.” 

In other words, when uni¬ 
versity professors, psycholo¬ 
gists or police spot suspi¬ 
cious actions or statements 
by a student — or a professor 
or other employee — they 
call Simons’ team. Each year 
the BTAC, which was estab¬ 
lished only two years ago, 
receives more than 100 assis¬ 


tance requests. 

Even though university 
mass shootings can seem un¬ 
predictable, there are usually 
red flags, observes Simons, 
whose team includes FBI 
agents, a U.S. Capitol Police 
special agent and a psychia¬ 
trist. “There are often con¬ 
cerning behaviours and indi¬ 
cators that can be recognized 
before an attack.” 

From 2000 to 2008, there 
were no less than 83 violent 
assaults on U.S. campuses, 


with the shooters targeting 
former girlfriends, profes¬ 
sors or random individuals. 

Seung-Hui Cho, the 
23-year-old mass killer at 
Virginia Tech, had previously 
been diagnosed with depres¬ 
sion and anxiety disorders, 
stalked female students, and 
submitted writings about 
violence to professors. 

Today, virtually all college 
campuses have staff trained 
to spot such behaviour. 

“If there’s an urgent situ¬ 


ation where a person of con¬ 
cern has taken steps towards 
a violent act, it demands im¬ 
mediate attention,” explains 
Simons. “We’re on duty 24 
hours a day, and in urgent 
situations we triage the case 
immediately and help the 
university decide what to do. 
If there’s a hostage situation, 
we support the FBI’s hostage 
negotiators.” 

In most cases, the FBI 
recommends mental-health 
care. 


The new focus on spot¬ 
ting potential mass murder¬ 
ers — rather than turning 
universities into fortresses 
— has yielded good results: 
In 2008, the latest year with 
available data, 55 people 
were killed on U.S. campus¬ 
es, down from 66 the year 
before. 

“If the universities didn’t 
act on these individuals, 
more crimes would have 
been perpetrated,” notes Si¬ 
mons.

JAMES ALAN FOX 

Professor of criminology, 
Northeastern University, 
Boston 

How can universities 
prevent mass shootings 
and other violence? 

If a student submits writ¬ 
ings that are unnerving, 
the university has a duty 
to report it, but don’t do 
it in a way that makes the 
student feel persecuted 
... it’s not always easy to 
assess danger — there’s a 
large pool of people who 
show warning signs, but 
most of them will never 
pick up a weapon. And 
we shouldn’t go over¬ 
board in trying to prevent 
university violence ... 
Some universities do drills 
to prepare students for 
acts of violence, but that 
leaves them traumatized. 
Doesn’t vigilance violate 
students’ civil liberties? 
Some universities want to 
access students’ medical 
files, but that’s overstep¬ 
ping and it’s not neces¬ 
sary. The so-called red 
flags are only red after an 
act of violence. Before¬ 
hand, they’re only yellow. 
So violence at universi¬ 
ties can’t be prevented? 
University campuses 
are extremely safe. If 
you want a 100 per cent 
guarantee that you won’t 
be affected by violence, I 
suggest you should get an 
online degree.

Prophet protests

Controversial film.

Chanting “death to Amer¬ 
ica” and “death to Israel,” 
hundreds of protesters an¬ 
gered by an anti-Islam film 
stormed the U.S. Embassy 
compound in Yemen’s capital 
and burned the American flag 
on Thursday, the latest in a 


series of attacks on American 
diplomatic missions in the 
Middle East. 

The string of assaults this 
week, in Yemen, Egypt and 
the storming of a U.S. con¬ 
sulate in Libya that killed 
four Americans, point to an 
increased boldness among 
Islamists who have become 
more powerful since last 
year’s wave of revolts toppled 
authoritarian leaders. 

The anger over the movie 
denigrating Islam’s Prophet 
Muhammad has also put the 
region’s new leaders — some 
of whom are themselves 
Islamists — in a difficult cor¬ 


ner, between a base demand¬ 
ing a free hand to respond to 
the insult and U.S. pressure to 
crack down. In the past, pro¬ 
tests have broken out over 
perceived insults to Islam 
from the West, but in Arab 
countries they never escalat¬ 
ed to the degree of breaching 
embassies, suggesting now 
hard-liners feel they can act 
with impunity. 

Yemen’s president, Abed 
Rabbo Mansour Hadi, quickly 
apologized to the U.S. for the 
embassy attack and vowed to 
track down the culprits, just 
as Libya’s president did.

Parasite 


Sdentists tracking 
spread of tapeworm 

Animal health researchers 
are watching what appears to 
be mounting evidence of the 
spread of a potentially danger¬ 
ous parasite in coyotes, foxes 
and other animals in Canada.

Beef Products Inc. sued ABC 
News Inc. for defamation 
Thursday over its coverage 
of a meat product that critics 
dub “pink slime,” claiming 
the network damaged the 
company by misleading con¬ 
sumers into believing it is un¬ 
healthy and unsafe. 

The Dakota Dunes, S.D.- 
based meat processor is seek¬

The lawsuit filed in a South

Former 
premier dies 
in hospital 

Peter Lougheed, the man with 
a bulldog chin and crooked 
grin who transformed Alberta 
into a modem petro-powered 
giant and an equal player in 
Confederation, has died. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper’s office confirmed the 
84-year-old former premier’s 
death Thursday. 

“On behalf of all Canadians, 
Laureen and I offer our deepest 
sympathies to the family and 
friends of Peter Lougheed,” 
Harper said in a statement. 

“Today Canada lost a truly 
great man. Peter Lougheed was 
quite simply one of the most 
remarkable Canadians of his 
generation.” 

The Calgary-bom lawyer 
and Alberta premier from 
1971 to 1985 leaves behind a 
profound record of achieve¬ 
ment and influence on public 
policy. 

He took the reins of the 
fledgling Progressive Conserva¬ 
tives in 1965 and within six 
years had built a party that 
turfed a decades-old Social 
Credit dynasty and launched 
one of his own that continues 
to this day. 

As oil prices shot to strato¬ 
spheric levels in the 1970s, 
Lougheed became a provincial 
folk hero and a nationally 
recognized figure for his epic 
battles with Ottawa over con¬ 
trol of Alberta’s black gold.

The company noted sev¬ 
eral recent references to BBM 
including Olympic gold med¬ 
al sprinter Usain Bolt saying 
he had to thank a “few people 
on my BBM.” 

RIM says singers such as 
Tinie Tempah and Sean Kings¬ 


ton have also both mentioned 
BBM in their songs, Miami 
to Ibiza and the aptly titled, 
BBM. 

T.A. McCann, vice-pres¬ 
ident of BBM and social com¬ 
munities at RIM, says the 
inclusion in the dictionaiy 
recognizes its status as one of 
the world’s most popular mo¬ 
bile social networks.

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Captain, crew 
faulted in tragedy 



Cruise chaos. 

Passengers have 
described confused, 
delayed evacuation 


Court-appointed experts have 
pointed the finger of blame 
primarily at the captain of a 
cruise ship that ran aground off 
Italy, but also faulted the crew 
and ship owner for a series of 
blunders, delays and security 
breaches that contributed to 
the disaster and the deaths of 
32 people. 

The Costa Concordia ran 
aground and capsized Jan. 13 
off the Tuscan island of Giglio 
after Capt. Francesco Schettino 
took it off course in a stunt. He 
is accused of causing the ship¬ 
wreck, manslaughter and aban¬ 
doning the ship before all pas¬ 
sengers were evacuated. 

Eight other people are also 
under investigation, and the 
court in Grosseto ordered the 
expert investigation to help it 
determine which if any should 
be put on trial. 

A hearing is scheduled for 
next month. 


In a 270-page analysis, the 
experts said a series of prob¬ 
lems hobbled the response to 
Schettino’s manoeuvre and 
contributed to the botched 
evacuation: Crew members 
bungled directions, didn’t 
understand orders and weren’t 
trained or certified in security 
and emergency drills. 

And they said ship owner 
Costa Crociere delayed alerting 
coastal authorities about the 
emergency — a charge Costa 
denied Thursday. 

In a statement, Costa said 
by law it was Schettino who 
was supposed to have alerted 


authorities about the accident, 
and that the captain assured 
the Costa crew on land that he 
had done so. 

And regardless, Costa said, 
Schettino’s reports to Costa’s 
headquarters were so delayed, 
partial and confused that the 
company couldn’t discern how 
serious the emergency was. 

And Costa firmly rejected 
the experts’ claims that the 
crew was unprepared for emer¬ 
gencies, saying the “alleged 
defects in the certifications of 
some of the crew” didn’t affect 
the evacuation.

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Romney opts for ‘safer political ground’ 


U.S. election. 

Republican candidate 
steers clear of foreign 
affairs and tackles 
Obama's position 
on the economy at 
campaign appearance 


Republican presidential chal¬ 
lenger Mitt Romney veered 
away from a blistering two 
days of ill-timed attacks on 


President Barack Obama’s 
handling of foreign affairs 
Thursday, and instead steered 
to safer political ground: the 
struggling American econ¬ 
omy. 

At a campaign appearance 
in Virginia, Romney returned 
to his standing promises to 
revitalize the U.S. economy, 
which he said is a first re¬ 
quirement for continued 
American militaiy domin¬ 
ance. 

Recalling Obama’s suc¬ 
cessful 2008 campaign mes¬ 


sage of hope and change, 
Romney told his audience in 
a Washington suburb: “We 
want real changes, I’m going 
to bring real change and get 
America working again.” 

Romney’s dramatic move 
back to campaigning on 
the U.S. economy, the No. 1 
issue for American voters, 
followed heavy political fire 
from Obama, congressional 
Democrats and even some 
powerful Republican voices. 
He was roundly criticized for 
seeking political advantage 


by accusing the president of 
apologizing to radical Islam¬ 
ists as they killed a U.S. am¬ 
bassador and three other dip¬ 
lomatic workers in Libya and 
attacked the U.S. embassy in 
Egypt. 

Romney’s message Thurs¬ 
day was a reprise intended to 
remind voters of his long ca¬ 
reer in high finance and busi¬ 
ness as co-founder of Bain 
Capital, a private-equity firm 
from which he amassed a 
quarter-billion-dollar fortune.

Luring voters. Bosnian

A mayoral candidate in Bos¬ 
nia’s fourth-largest city is 
using one of the Internet’s 
greatest lures — pornog¬ 
raphy — to draw attention 
to his campaign. 

Mirad Hadziahmetovic 
is an independent candi¬ 
date with a relatively slim 
chance of winning the Octo¬ 
ber election in Zenica. 

He said Thursday that he 
decided to upload porno¬ 
graphic video clips to his 
official campaign site after 
realizing that large num¬ 


bers of people use the Web 
to peruse sexual content. 

To view the material 
on his site, visitors must 
answer questions, such as 
“What is more important 
for Zenica, job creation or 
increasing the municipal 
budget” through taxes? 

At the end of each clip 
there is a separately re¬ 
corded video of Hadziah¬ 
metovic talking directly to 
camera and saying: “If you 
liked this clip, vote for me.”

Dangerous. Explosions 
heard coming from the

Guatemala’s head of emer¬ 
gency evacuations says 
more than 33,000 people 
are fleeing the eruption of 
a long-active volcano just 
outside one of the country’s 
most famous tourist attrac¬ 
tions. 

Sergio Cabanas says 
the evacuees are leaving 
some 17 villages around 
the Volcano of Fire, which 
sits about 16 1cm from the 
colonial city of Antigua. 

The agency says the 
volcano spewed lava nearly 
600 metres down slopes 
billowing with ash on 
Thursday. 

Seismologists also say a 
series of explosions have 
been coming from the 
3,763-metre-high volcano.

New York City’s Board of 
Health voted Thursday to 
require parental consent 
for a form of circumcision 
that involves oral suction, 
a ritual practised by some 
ultra-Orthodox Jews.

Small biz optimistic 
despite climate 

A new poll of small Can¬ 
adian businesses suggests 
that a majority are optimis¬ 
tic about their prospects for 
success and many plan on 
expansion, despite a challen¬ 
ging economic climate. 

The survey commis¬ 
sioned by CIBC finds that 85 
per cent of small business 
owners are optimistic about 
the future success of their 
company 


Nearly half say they plan 
to expand their business 
within the next three years. 

The poll by Leger Market¬ 
ing finds nearly six in 10 
business owners in the start¬ 
up phase plan on expanding. 

That’s nearly double the 
number of established busi¬ 
ness owners who say they 
plan on growing. 

Businesses in Alberta, 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan 
were among the most likely 
to want to expand, while 
businesses in Ontario were 
least likely to be planning an 
expansion, the Canadian press 


Diverting plastic from landfills 
and turning it into oil is now 
finally a reality. 

A machine invented in Japan 
has been installed in a White¬ 
horse recycling plant that can 
chew through 240 kilograms of 
plastic eveiy day and produce 
enough oil to heat about 70 
homes. 

The technology is suited to 
northern Canada, where most 
homes are heated with oil-burn¬ 
ing furnaces. The contraption, 


which is the first of its kind in 
North America, looks like a mad 
scientist’s workshop and takes 
over an area roughly the size of 
a pool table at the warehouse at 
P&M Recycling. 

Plastic that has been cut 
into coarse granules is fed into 
a trough, moves through vari¬ 
ous tubes and chambers until 
it turns into a gas and is cooled. 
At the end, a light-coloured oil 
drips from a spigot into a recep¬ 
tacle.

New York City’s Board of 
Health opened up a new, ex¬ 
perimental front in the war 
on obesity Thursday, passing a 
rule banning sales of big sodas 
and other sugary drinks at res¬ 
taurants, concession stands and 
other eateries. 

The regulation, which was 
proposed in the spring by 
Mayor Michael Bloomberg and 
approved by panel of health 
experts after several months 
of review, puts a 475-millilitre 
(16-ounce size limit on cups and 
bottles of non-diet soda, sweet¬ 
ened teas, and other calorie- 
packed beverages. 

The ban will apply in fast- 
food joints, movie houses and 
Broadway theatres, workplace 
cafeterias, and most other 
places selling prepared food. 

It doesn’t cover beverages 
sold in supermarkets or most 
convenience stores. 

The restaurant and bever¬ 
age industries have assailed the 
plan as misguided. They say the 
city’s health experts are exag¬ 
gerating the role sugaiy bever¬ 
ages have played in making 
Americans fat.

Highly-contagious bug 
connects users to a 
network of computers 
as it boots up 


A customer in Shenzhen, 
China, took a brand new lap¬ 
top out of its box and booted 
it up for the first time. But 
as the screen lit up, the com¬ 
puter began taking on a life 
of its own. The machine, trig¬ 
gered by a virus hidden in its 
hard drive, began searching 
across the Internet for an¬ 
other computer. 

The laptop, supposedly 
in pristine, super-fast, 
direct-from-the-factory 
condition, had instantly 
become part of an illegal, 


global network capable of 
attacking websites, looting 
bank accounts and stealing 
personal data. 

For years, online inves¬ 
tigators have warned con¬ 
sumers about the dangers of 
opening or downloading files 
emailed to them from un¬ 
known or suspicious sources. 
Now, they say malicious 
software and computer code 
could be lurking on comput¬ 
ers before the bubble wrap 
even comes off. 

The shopper in this case 
was part of a team of Micro¬ 


soft researchers in China 
investigating the sale of 
counterfeit software. They 
suddenly had been intro¬ 
duced to a malware called 
Nitol. The incident was re¬ 
vealed in court documents 
unsealed Thursday in a fed¬ 
eral court in Virginia. The 
records describe a new front 
in a legal campaign against 
cybercrime being waged by 
the maker of the Windows 
operating system, which is 
the biggest target for viruses.

Michael Madsen 
in drunk driving 
investigation 

Actor Michael Madsen 
was released from a 
hospital after being ar¬ 
rested for investigation 
of drunken driving on 
Pacific Coast Highway in 
Malibu, his attorney said 
Thursday. 

Madsen, 54, best 
known for the Quentin 
Tarantino movies Reser¬ 
voir Dogs and Kill Bill, 
had complained of an 
undisclosed medical prob¬ 
lem following his arrest 
Wednesday and has since 
been released, said lawyer 
Perry Wander. 

Madsen was arrested 
after driving erratically 
in a red Pontiac GTO. In 
a preliminary test, he 
had a blood alcohol level 
of 0.21, more than twice 
the legal limit of 0.08, 
said Steve Whitmore, a 
spokesman for the Los 
Angeles County Sheriff’s 
Department. 

Wander said Madsen 
had been taking prescrip¬ 
tion drugs that could have 
resulted in a faulty sobriety 
test.

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Bettman on lockout: *1 feel terrible’ 


NHL Commissioner 
shows emotion in 
defending league stance: 
No deal, no season 


Darkness is about to descend 
on the National Hockey League. 

Again. 

Reiterating that the season 
won’t start until there is a new 
collective bargaining agree¬ 
ment, commissioner Gary 
Bettman offered an impas¬ 
sioned defence of the league’s 
stance Thursday as it headed 
toward its fourth work stop¬ 
page in 20 years. 

“Listen, nobody wants to 
make a deal and play hockey 
more than I do, OK?” he said 
during a news conference. 
“This is what I do. This is what 
my life is about in terms of how 
I spend most of my waking 
hours. This is really hard. 

“And so you only get in¬ 
volved in this situation when 
you understand what the issues 
are and you know you’re doing 
the right thing for the long¬ 
term stability of our game and 
our sport. This is veiy hard and 
I feel terrible about it.” 

No one is holding out hope 
that an llth-hour deal will be 
struck before the CBA expires 


Saturday at midnight. Both 
Bettman and Donald Fehr, the 
executive director of the NHL 
Players’ Association, spoke in 
a manner that made another 
work stoppage seem inevitable 
after wrapping up important 
meetings with their constitu¬ 
ents. 

They have no plans to re¬ 
turn to the bargaining table 
before the deadline passes. 

Instead, it appears as if hock¬ 
ey will enter yet another work 
stoppage — with a source indi¬ 
cating that pre-season games 
will start being cancelled as 
soon as next week. Training 
camps scheduled to open Sept. 
21 will also soon be a casualty, 
with the first regular-season 
games not too far behind. 

Fehr said the players made 
large concessions after the en¬ 
tire 2004-05 season was wiped 
out by a lockout. Since then, 
overall revenues have grown 
dramatically. 

He asked whether it was fair 
or equitable that the owners 
want more concessions and 
reiterated that they will be 
the ones choosing to shut the 
doors. 

“The players want to find 
a way to make an agreement. 
They want to negotiate until 
we do,” Fehr, flanked by many 
of the game’s top players, told a 



packed news conference. 

Sidney Crosby, Henrik 
Zetterberg, John Tavares, 
Zdeno Chara, Henrik Lundqv- 
ist, Daniel Alfredsson and Zach 
Parise were just a handful of 
the 283 players who turned 
up in New York for two days 


of meetings. They emerged 
presenting a united front and 
spoke with the same calmness 
as Fehr, whom they hired in 
2010 with the express purpose 
of getting a good deal in these 
negotiations.
